The -transmittinq the selected code i s transm i tted to a routing serve r (16; 1 8 ; 1 8 ') which 
identifies, based on second parameters, an address associated with the code selected and

The -transmitting the identified address i s transmitted to the terminal which 
automatically accesses the identified address. 

2. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with claim 1, character i zed 
i n that a command comprising the step of changing the code base of the terminal af^d/or 
changing an address of the routing server stored by the terminal for transmitting a code to the 
routing server i s transmitted by transmitting a command from the routing serve r (16; 1 8 ; 1 8 ') . 

3. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with claim 2, characterized 
ffl-tha tcomprising changing the code base of the terminal i s changed by executing at least one 
of the following operations: The- the storage of a new code, the elimination of a code, the 
creation, changing or deletion of a code group or dictionary, the allocation of a display priority 
among the codes , for examp l e, depend i ng on the d i ctionary from wh i ch th i s code i s der i ved . 

4. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with claim 2 or 3, 
character i zed i n that the comprisinq transmitting a change command is transmitted when the 
server communicates an address to the terminal. 
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5. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with one of the above 
defm sclaims 1, 2 or 3 , characterized in that the comprising considering a similarity between the 
input and a stored code i s cons i dered to be a- one of the first parameters, such that the codes 
that are displayed are the codes most similar to the input. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with claim 5 r comprising 
allocating a of cost for each correction of an element of the input, to obtain an element of the 
code to determine similarity between the input and a code, for cxomplc, by subst i tut i ng or 
de l eting on c l ement of the i nput or by i nsert i ng an clement into the input, since the wherein a 
lower-the sum of the costs for obtaining a code by correcting an input, the -corresponds to a 
higher i s thus the similarity between afh the input and a -one of the codes. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with one of the above 
eJeim sclaims 1, 2 or 3 , character i zed i n that c omprising selecting codes arc se l ected and 
d i sp l ayed displaying the selected codes as the input, considering the first elements input with 
the first elements of codes of the base. 

8. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with one of the above 
etelffls claims 1. 2 or 3 , character i zed i n that comprising considering the input i s cons i dered to be 
a code that is transmitted to the routing server. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with one of the above 
erafm sclaims 1, 2 or 3 , character i zed i n that comprising grouping the codes of the terminal are 
grouped into dictionaries, each dictionary being characteristic of a category of codes , such as 
codes related to acce s ses mode by the term i nal or to a l ist of the user, a service provider, a 
te l ecommun i cations operator, a network access prov i der or an operator of the routing server . 

10. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with claim 9, characterized 
m-feha tcomprising considering tbe-ajrontext of the input is considered to be a first selection 
parameter, setting a selection priority among the codes coming from different dictionaries, ttws 
the context being related to at least one of th e fo ll ow i ng parameters selected from a group 
consisting of : &ata-data_displayed by the terminal, an access in progress, a communication in 
progress, a geographic location of the terminal, a telephone operator transmitting the 
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communications, a network access provider, a history of the accesses made, sites indicated as 
favorites, the type of the terminal, or an operating language of the terminal. 

11. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with claim 10, choroctGhzcd 
tfHtha tcom prising transmitting the at least one parameter of the context of the input is 
transmitted to the routing server during the transmission of a code. 

12. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with claim 11, character i zed 
i n that, s i nce wherein addresses or codes associated with codes addresses are grouped by 
dictionaries characteristic of an address category, a parameter of the context of the input or an 
identifier of the user is used as one of the second selection parameters allocating a priority to 
an address coming from a first dictionary vis-a-vis an address coming from a second dictionary 
or to a code coming from the first dictionary vis-a-vis a code coming from the second 
dictionary. 

13. (Currently Amended) A method in accordance with one of the above 
etetms claims 1, 2 or 3 , character i zed in thot wherein an intermediate server[[s]] comprising an 
address base provided by the base of the routing server is used to receive the code sent by the 
terminal for transmitting an address or codes to the terminal, for transmitting the code received 
to the routing server or for transmitting commands changing the code base of the terminal. 

14. (Currently Amended) Commun i cat i on A communication terminal accessing 
servers or data of these the servers via a communication network by means of an address 
according to a communication protocol, character i zed i n that i t comprises meons comprising : 

means for displaying the codes stored in a base of the terminal and selected on the b asi s 
e f based on first parameters when a user of the terminal (10a; 10b) executes an input so that 
this- the user may selects a code, 

means for transmitting the selected code to a routing server (16; 1 8 ; 1 8 ') and for 
receiving an address from the routing server for automatically accessing this- the address or 
codes for displaying the l atte r address . 
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15. (Currently Amended) Termina l A terminal in accordance with claim 14, 
character i zed i n that it comprises sa i d comprisinq means for receiving from the routing server a 
command changing tts -the code base of the terminal or changing an address of the routing 
serve r (16) . . 

16. (Currently Amended) Terminal A terminal in accordance with claim 15, 
characterized i n that it compr i ses said comprisinq means for changing its -the code base of the 
terminal by executing at l east one of the fol l ow i nq an operation's]] selected from a group 
consisting of : The- the storage of a new code, elimination of a code, creation, changing or 
deletion of a code group or dictionary,_or allocation of a display priority among the codesy-fef 
examp l e, depend i ng on the dict i onary from wh i ch th i s code i s derived . 

17. (Currently Amended) Term i na l A terminal in accordance with one of the 
claims 14 through 16, character i zed in that it compr i ses sa i d comprising means for considering 
the-a_similarity between the input and a stored code to be a first parameter for selecting 
displayed codes. 

18. (Currently Amended) Termina l A terminal in accordance with claim 17, 
characterized i n that it comprises sa i d comprising means for determining the similarity between 
the input and a code by allocating a cost for each correction of an element of the input, making 
it poss i ble to obtain an element of the code, for example, by substituting or delet i ng on el e m e nt 
of the i nput or by i nsert i ng an clement i nto the i nput, since wherein a lower sum of the costs for 
obtaining a code by correcting an input, tfre -corresponds to a higher is thus the similarity 
between afi -the input and a -one of the codes. 

19. (Currently Amended) Term i nal A terminal in accordance with one of the 
cla i ms 1 4 through 1 8 claims 14 through 16 , character i zed i n that i t compr i ses said comprising 
means for dividing the code base into sub-bases, or dictionaries characteristic of a code 
category , such as codes related to the accesses made by the term i na l or to a li st of the user, a 
service provider, a te l ecommunicat i ons operator, a network access provider or an operator of 
th e routing s e rver . 

20. (Currently Amended) Term i nal A terminal in accordance with claim 19, 
characterized i n that i t comprises said c omprising means for considering the-a_context of the 
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input to be a- one of the first selection parameters, setting a selection priority among the codes 
of different dictionaries, the context being re l ated to ot l east one of the fo ll ow i ng 
poramctcrs selected from a group consisting of : Data data displayed by the terminal, an access 
in progress, a communication in progress, a geographic location of the terminal, a telephone 
operator transmitting communications, a network access provider, a history of the sites visited, 
sites indicated as favorites, a manufacturer of the terminal, _or an input language. 

21. (Currently Amended) Termina l A terminal in accordance with one of the 
c l aims 1 4 through claim 20, characterized in that it compr i ses said comprising means for 
selecting and displaying the codes as the input on the basis of thc based on a similarity between 
the first elements of the input and the first elements of the codes of the base. 

22. (Currently Amended) Commun i cation A communication network server 
wherein a server or data of the server are accessible by means of an address according to a 
communication protocol, characterized i n that it compriscs comprising : 

sa i d means for receiving a code transmitted by a terminal, for identifying, in a base, an 
address or codes associated with the code received based on second parameters and for 
transmitting the address or the code to the terminal, and 

said-means for commanding a change in a code base in the terminal transmitting the 

code. 

23. (Currently Amended) Sate-Aserve r (1 6 ; 18; 1 8 ') in accordance with claim 
22, characterized i n that i t comprises sa i d comprising means for considering tbe-a_similarity 
between a- the code transmitted by the terminal and codes associated with addresses in tts-the 
base of the terminal to be a -one of the second selection parameters. 

24. (Currently Amended) Server A server in accordance with claim 23, 
character i zed in that i t compr i ses sa i d comprising means for dividing the code base into sub- 
bases, or dictionaries, comprising codes which are characteristic of a service provider, a 
telecommunications operator, a network access provider or an operator of the routing server. 
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25. (Currently Amended) Server A server in accordance with claim 24, 
character i zed i n that it comprises sa i d comprisinq means for considering tbe-a_context of the 
transmission of the code by the terminal to be a -one of the second selection parameters, setting 
a selection priority among different code or address groups or dictionaries, the context being 
related to at l east one of fo l low i ng paramctcrs a parameter selected from a group consisting of : 
Aft-an input field placed in the access means of the terminal, data displayed by the terminal, an 
access in progress, a communication in progress, a geographic location of the terminal, a 
telephone operator transmitting communications, a network access provider, a history of the 
sites visited, sites indicated as favorites, a manufacturer of the terminal, or an input language. 

26. (Currently Amended) Server A server in accordance with one of the claims 
22 through 25, character i zed i n that i t compr i ses comprising means so that, when 4t- the server 
transmits a server aed/or data address to the terminal, it commands the terminal to store 
codes, or a dictionary, on the basis of the address of the server or data transmitted. 
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
